The winnirg suggestion was 
based on the cleaning ar.d reuse of the 
zinc pot liner in the metallizing 
operation. 

Leona Charbonneau of FP As¬ 
sembly was awarded $150.00 for sug¬ 
gesting an improved method of as¬ 
sembly in the FP Department. 
Richard Massey of Quality Control 
won a $100.00 award with a suggestion 
to expedite readout positions on 
printed circuit boards covering fifty 
position switches.

R. C. Sprague Appointed 
To AIM Committee For 
Industrial Expansion 

Robert C. Sprague, Chairman of 
the Board and Chief Executive 
Officer, has accepted membership in 
the Committee for Industrial Ex¬ 
pansion developed under the auspices 
of the Associated Industries of Massa¬ 
chusetts. Composed of leadirg Bay 
State industrialists the group was 
formed to investigate industrial job 
opportunities through stimulation of 
investments in this area. 

The Committee was formed follow¬ 
ing a study which indicated a trend 
of attenuation in industrial jobs 
within the state. This tendency, 
coupled with an expanding popula¬ 
tion, has resulted in a continuing 
industrial job shortage. A seasonal 
adjustment of the figures related to 
job opportunities combined with the 
increase in wholesale ard retail, as 
well as service jobs, has reduced the 
total loss figure. The gain in govern¬ 
ment employment within the stale 
prevented an overall loss for the two 
year period from July, 1959 to July, 
1961. 

It is the contention of Don S. 
Greer, President of J. W. Greer Com¬ 
pany and Chairman of the Committee 
that “our chief concern is with the 
private productive sector of the 
economy” and that “we are intent on 
finding means to expand industry 
which supplies over 35% of all non- 
agrieultural jobs in Massachusetts.” 
The Committee feels that it is pos¬ 
sible that both labor and industry 
will join in its efforts.

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Editorial 

Your American Investment 

To meet the growing economic demands of our country and to assure strong, 
free government we must recognize our role as investors. The commonly 
accepted forms of investment available within our business system are found in 
the following areas: Government securities, savings accounts, insurance, homes, 
and corporate stocks and bonds. From these investments there will have to 
be found at least 17 billion dollars a year for new jobs, and 40 billion dollars to 
maintain the physical requirements of these jobs. Our accumulated savings 
and investments, in addition to retained corporate earnings, will be required 
to meet the future economic demands of our country. 

Our country’s business system has been described as “competitive enter¬ 
prise” which assures us the right to obtain property, to live where we wish, to 
buy and sell, and to choose our own means of earning a living. With our 
freedom historically assured, the degree of success or failure of our personal 
economic plans are, to a great extent, a matter of our own limitations and 
initiative. A list of the successful men and women of the past indicates a 
consistent practice of thrift and wise investment. Benjamin Franklin prudently 
expressed his thoughts by saying, “Money begets money, and its offspring 
begets more.” 

Job Security and Customers 

A steady advancement in production methods and a dramatic rise in volume 
output has resulted in an ever widening gap between the production employe 
and'the customer. Too often the employe develops a lack of identification 
between his job and the finished product. No amount of automation, how¬ 
ever, can replace the creativity that is unique and identifies the American work¬ 
ing man. By the same token, it is impossible to subordinate the importance 
of the consumer and his relations to the total economic scene. 

“For want of a nail the Kingdom was lost,” while the modern counterpart 
might well be - “for lack of quality, the customer was lost”. We often find 
that the new automobile develops a rattle in the door which results in the 
declaration, “I’ll never buy that make again”. The person responsibile for the 
door fitting probably did not look upon his job as being very important. Lack 
of customer awareness on the part of the production employe can be disastrous 
and have many far-reaching effects on the relative success or failure of a 
business. 

A company’s product is no better than the effort put into its manufacture 
at every step in its production. The employe in doubt over the relative im¬ 
portance of his position should consider: if your job wasn’t necessary, it wouldn’t 
exist. It is necessary and must be done well. If it is done well, it reflects on 
the entire industry. In the final analysis, the security of our job is really based 
on our own efforts, interest and attitude. 




Aviation Dept. Wins 
NBAA Safety Award 

For the third consecutive year 
Sprague Electric Company's Aviation 
Department has received the National 
Business Aircraft Association Safety 
Award with a total of 2,598,505 miles 
flown without damage to aircraft or 
injury to passengers or crew members. 
Individual “Half Million Miler” pilot 
honors for safety in aviation were 
given to William G. Benedetti. Avia¬ 
tion Department Manager, with 624,- 
355 miles flown, and Vassily deSam- 
sonow, Pilot, with 650,442 miles. 
The NBAA presented the safety 
awards at the association’s 14th 
Annual Convention in Tulsa, Okla¬ 
homa. 

With the North Adams airport as 
the operational point of departure. 
Sprague Electric Company pilots fly 
from over 50 airports throughout the 
northeastern United States in a typical 
year. In 1960 the Company air¬ 
craft made 866 trips with 1585 
passengers and flew 1919 hours. 
Four aircraft are used by the Com¬ 
pany, three Beech Twin Bonanzas 
and one Beech Travel Air. The 
Beech Twin Bonanzas are equipped 
with anti-icing and de-icing devices 
as well as radar and other electronic 
navagational aids for all-weather fly¬ 
ing. 

It is the purpose of Mr. Robert C. 
Sprague, Jr., Senior Vice President. 
Industrial Relations, to “make flying 
the safest means of transportation”.

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NIGHT DRIVING IS DIFFERENT - - AND DANGEROUS 


From late September until mid- 
March, the hours of darkness will be 
greater than the hours of light. And 
three times as many fatal motor car 
accidents will occur in those dark 
hours than occur in daylight. If you 
drive at night just as you drive in 
daylight, you may well become a 
statistic of the insurance companies 
and the National Safety Council. 

Darkness doesn’t mean just pitch 
blackness. It also includes the twi¬ 
light hours, from about 4 to 8 o’clock. 

Three times as many motorists and 
pedestrians lose their lives at night 
in auto accidents as during the day. 
In summer months, especially, the 
succeeding four hours, 8 to midnight, 
are almost equally hazardous as the 
twilight hours. About one out of 
every five auto deaths charged against 
U. S. motorists occurs then. 

Darkness is a danger for several 
reasons. Drivers are tired after a 
hard day. A trip is a tiring ordeal, 
even when it’s not preceded by eight 
hours of work. 

Motorists probably are more in¬ 
clined to doze at the wheel at night. 
About 1,850 motorists killed in traffic 
accidents in 1956 were said to have 
fallen asleep at the wheel. An esti¬ 
mated 270,000 dozing motorists were 
involved in that year’s traffic acci¬ 
dents. 

It is harder for most motorists to 


see at night, and some of them just 
don’t seem to realize it. Too, head¬ 
lights of approaching cars make night 
driving difficult for many persons. 

At night, it’s hard to spot hazards 
ahead—sudden twists in the road, 
wandering animals, a motorist tink¬ 
ering with his stalled auto. Perhaps 
most dangerous of the night-time 
hazards are improper headlights and 
overdriving your lights. Overdriv¬ 
ing means: At a speed of 60 miles per 
hour, it takes at least 366 feet to stop 
a car. The Uniform Vehicle Code 
recommends that an auto’s bright 
lights be capable of illuminating an 
object 350 feet away. Which means 
if you’re driving 60 and see a stalled 
auto ahead, you probably can’t 
possibly stop before reaching it. 

The solution to prevent deaths 
during darkness? 

Make sure your car lights are 
properly adjusted. Clean the lenses 
before driving. Keep your wind¬ 
shield clean, too. It will help reduce 
fatigue and eyestrain. 

Slow down when the sun’s down. 

Dim your lights to approaching 
cars, even if they don’t dim theirs. 
And dim when following a car. 

Stop periodically on trips for a 
break. 

The major traffic hazards in 
Alaska are dog teams, moose and 
long hours of darkness. In most 


other states, moose and dog teams are 
rare, but the long hours of darkness 
abide, making a lot of extra effort by 
motorists necessary to make driving 
safe.
